Title: SOLAR CYCLE 22 


We are now in month 68 of solar cycle 22. Activity levels were 
low again, with a total of eight energetic events this month com- 
pared to four last month. Like last month only one of these 
reached major flare classification. Sunspot number and 10.7 cm 
solar flux continued to fall, leading many veteran solar cycle 
observers to suggest that this may mark the beginning of the 
first steep decline from the plateau of high values which have 
held since the beginning of 1989. 


Indications from the past several month’s 10.7 cm flux and sunspot 
number values suggest we’ve taken our first major decline after 
solar cycle 22 maximum. Statistical models and previous cycle 
patterns suggest activity will plateau at this new lower lever 
before plunging again in several months. Good DxXing do it now !

SB QST ARL ARLB054 ARLBO54 New form 610 


New FCC 610 forms dated March 1992 must be used beginning August 1 
by disabled applicants for exemption from the 13 and 20 wpm Morse 
code requirements for amateur licenses. 


The new forms have just become available and are six pages long, 
with four pages of instructions. The forms now include appropriate 
spaces for the physician’s certification of disability as well as 
the patient’s authorization for release of medical information to 
the FCC, if requested. 


Although all amateurs are encouraged to use the latest FCC Form 
610, for all license actions other than the disability exemption 
any Form 610 dated June 1984 or later is acceptable.

More on the "RF Lightbulb’! 


FROM W1AW 
Special Bulletin 23 ARLX023 June 10, 1992 


A new rf-powered lightbulb design announced recently is 
not yet in production nor are engineering samples avail- 
able. Although the manufacturer, Intersource Technologies 
Inc. of Sunnyvale, Ca., says the bulbs are expected to meet 
FCC Part 15 rules regarding incidental interference, many 
radio amateurs have expressed concern about the bulbs. 


A spokesman for General Electric Company’s lighting division, 
quoted in the Washington Post, said GE felt the idea was not 
marketable at this time, citing concerns about possible inter- 
ference to radio receiving devices, among others. 


Tom Moore, a spokesman for Intersource, said the company had re- 
ceived a number of calls from amateurs, mostly neighbors in 
Silicon Valley, many of them offering to "beta test" bulbs when 
they become available. Moore said he expects that the bulbs will 
have to be FCC type accepted. When asked about the possibility of 
a nearby transmitter lighting up one of the bulbs, he said it was 
Intersource’s belief that it would take a transmitter many times 
the power of an amateur radio set to be able to do so. 


The bulbs, as currently envisioned, would operate at 13.56 Mhz, 
within the "Industrial, Scientific and Medical" band. 


25 watts of rf power would produce the same amount of light that 
an ordinary 100 watt incandescent bulb does. The bulbs would use 
a crustal oscillator, power amplifier, and a coil-type antenna to 
"couple high frequency electrical energy into a mercury vapor 
plasma." 


The ARRL technical department will conduct tests on sample bulbs 
as soon as the are available.
